tires.
This warning was issued to­ 

day by Paul Bsrksdale d'Orr, 
OPA district ration chief, and 
Clare V. Ward, state director 
of the. National Independent 
Tire Dealers' Assn.

A check by trained tire men 
of the association here recently 
revealed that 40-per cent of th< 
passenger cars in this area need 
recapping. If this work is not 
dpne immediately the cords will 
be burned or carcasses dam­ 
aged so that it will be impos­ 
sible to retread these tires.

"This survey showed a need 
ror recapping of over two mil­ 
lion of the 4,800,000 tires on the 
wheels of Southland passenger 
cars," d'Orr commented.

Importance of world trade in 
the postwar era for stabilization 
of payrolls and maintenance of 
high purchasing power in South 
ern California also will br 
brought out by speakers.

"Southern California," Harris 
said, "will be more dcpenden 
upon foreign trade than many 
other industrial areas in the 
postwar era. Los Angeles Long 
Beach harbor, ample potentia' 
production and a large merchant 
marine can go far In enabling 
this area to become one of, the 
great foreign trade centers ol 
the world."

Per Capita 
Income Now Is 
S1532

Preliminary estimates indl 
cate that 1944 ppr capita civil 
ian income in California reached 
an all-time high of $1,532, .an 
increase of 107.9 per cent over 
the average of $737 for 1989, 
according to a survey report re­ 
leased here today by_. Harrison 
^ Robinson, president of the 
California State Chamber of 
Commerce.

This is an increase of $67 
over the California average of 
S1.465 in 1943, according to the 
report. The 1943 per capita ci

Ilian income for the United 
States as a whole was $1,032, 
having risen to that figure from 
$637 In 1939, the report states.

The report, which was prc 
pared by the state chamber': 
research department, estimates 
that 1944 Individual civilian in­ 
comes in the state totaled $12, 
521,000,000 compared with $5,- 
013,000,000 in 1939. This is a 
gain of $7,508,000,000. Totals 
for 1942 and 1943, respectively, 

L> $8,842,600,000 and $11,247,- 
300,000.

After the collection of income 
and social security taxes, there 
was left for disposal by Cali­ 
fornia civilians $11,217,564,000 
In 1944, compared with $4,920,- 
000,000 in 1939, the report esti­ 
mates. Total disposable indi­ 
vidual incomes in the state are 
placed by the report at $5,447,- 
193,000 in 1940, $6,724,529,000 in 
1941, $8,457,947,000 in 1942, and 
510,076,458,000 in 1943.

The difference between total 
incomes and total disposable In-' 
conies set forth In the report 
was $1,303,436,000 in 1944 com­ 
pared with $93,000,000 in 1939. 
This reflects the higher income 
tax collections by which Cali­ 
fornia civilians arc helping to 
support the war effort.

Continuation 
Of Tax Cuts 
Is Described

Continuance of the 194!)--ir> 
state tax cuts, opposition to any 
increase' in state taxes, and op- 
position to further subventions 
to local governments was ex­ 
pressed by the Los Angeles 
citizens budget committe'c In lei- 
ters to the members of the 
California legislature, made pub­ 
lic today by Harry H. Basker- 
vllle, of Los Angeles, chairman 
of the committed'. The commit, 
tee Is made up e>f more than 
50 trade, civic, and women's or­ 
ganizations in Los Angeles 
county.

"We resent the pressure 
against the continuance of state 
tax reduction being put on tho 
legislature by the representa­ 
tives of local governments," U» 
citizens committee said, '"(tj) 
governor's budget for 1945-47, 
on the basis of reduced tax 
rates, shows that balances avail­ 
able for postwar use will excee'd 
$350,000,000.

"The taxpayer realizes the 
need for heavy federal taxes to 
pay-for the war, but to increase 
state taxes from their 1943-45 
rates with $350,000,000 of post­ 
war funds available would be 
Intolerable."

In opposing further subven­ 
tions to local governments, thi- 
committee cited the following 
reasons:

''Revenue collection by one 
government and spending by 
nother leads to extravagance-.
" 'Property' taxpayers pay 

sales, income, and other state 
taxes as well.

"Since 1912, when the state
 linejuished the property tj«\. 

field to local governments, prifJ
rty taxes -have increased from 

$55,386,000 to $315,067,000 a 
year.

"Subventions by the state to 
local governments have rocketed 
from $7,819,000 in 1912 to $160,- 
713,000 in 1944.

 From 1912 to'1944, property 
nes increased 5.7 times, sub­ 

ventions 20.6 times, and popula­ 
tion only 3.3 times.

"As taxpayers in Los Angeles 
city, we; would prefer to issue 
$16,000,000 of sewer bonds, In- 
itead of the $10,000,000 on'the 
ballot, and not dip' into the 
state treasury for a strictly lo­ 
cal need.

Ve urge that the legislature 
it no further' subventions 

until local needs have been de­ 
termined and inadequacy of lo- 
cul ix'venues has been proved^"",
